Jne 26 — A 
proposal for a radical change in the 
educational scheme of Tufts College 
has been laid before the faculty 
members by President John A. Cou* 
sens. 
It would do away with the 
institution 
a 
two-yeQ r 
introduct 
ory college course 
t o be followed 
by courses of two years or more In 
the Tufts professional schools. 
“The introductory college,*’ Presi­ 
dent Cousins informed the faculty, 
“would serve two purposes, general 
training in libel a1 arts for all but 
so designed as to constitute pre- 
professional training for some. 
As 
to curriculum, it should be such a 
one as would widen the student’s 
knowledge of the world and of him­ 
self, aud would stimulate him by 
precept and example to make the 
utmost use of his power for self­ 
development and for service to his 
fellows.” 
A student completing the two 
years’ course would receive the‘de­ 
gree of Associate in Arts, with all 
the rights and prhiliges of an al­ 
umnus. 
The departments of medi­ 
cine, law, dentistry, theology, teach­ 
ing, chemistry, engineering, business 
administration and general research 
would be organized into schools, 
each covering at least two years 
and leading to the bachelor degree 
and to special professional degrees. 
“In 
the 
professional 
schools,” 
President Cousens said, “numbers 
| would be small and strictly limited, 
i The effort wrould be to set and 
maintain the highest possible stand­ 
ards of scholarship. 
The point of

•Members of the association last 
year realized an average gain, aft­
